Cabbage Fields Harmed - 


by Small Green Worms 


Cabbage fields are visited by large 


numbers of small butterflies which de- 
posit large quantities of eggs on the 
leaves of the cabbage plants. These 
eggs hatch in a few days and develop 
hordes 
of small" greenish cabbage 


iworms. These worms feed on the 
,leaves of the cabbage, sometimes eat- 
'ing out considerable holes and fre- 
quently eating Into the newly formed 
| heads. The worms are easily con- 
Drolled if destructive measures are 
[promptly begun and consistently prac- 
'ticed through the season. Failure to 


I control them is largely due to neglect 
or prejudice against the use of cer- 
tain methods of control. 


The most serviceable remedy Is 


white hellebore, a vegetable poison ob- 
tainable a,t any drug store. This ma- 
terial comes in a powder form and 
^oses its poisonous properties If ex- 
posed to the air. Therefore, it must be 
fresh. Apply it as a spray mixed in 
water at the rate of one' ounce to 
'three gallons of soapy water. 
The 


i soap makes the solution stick to the 
leaves. There is absolutely no danger 
associated with the use of hellebore, 
Because It will have lost Its poison- 
ous property before the cabbage is 
marketed. Furthermore, there is no 
chance for the material to get into 
the Interior Qf the head, because cab- 
ibage heads form from the Inside and 
the outside leaves are removed before 
use. This material must be applied 
thoroughly as often as the worms'"be- 
gin to appear numerous. Arsenate of 
lead may also be used effectively at j 
the rate of 2% pounds to 50 gallons j 
of water.

C h a r t r e u s e.— 
Boil one and one- 
fourth cupfuls of 
rice until tender, 
add two teaspoon- 
fuls of curry pow- 


der creamed with two tablespoonfuls 
of butter. 
Make a white sauce of 


butter, flour and milk, add the two 
and one-half cupfuls of salmon that 
has been soaked in warm water to 
remove the excess of salt, add one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice, one-half 
teaspoonful of onion juice, and pep- 
per. 
Line a buttered bread tin with 


the rice; pack in the fish mixture, 
put a layer of rice over the top and 
steam or bake in a pan of water thirty 
minutes.

Summer Soup.—Let stew one hour

Right Care of Horse in 


Harvest Quite Important 


Horses working in the heat should 


be fed only a limited amount of hay In 
the morning and the noon feeds, and 
should be given a liberal amount of 
grain, preferably oa.ts, with from 10 to 
20 per cent of bran added. 
They 


should be watered in the morning be- 
fore being fed and should be allowed 
water again after feeding. 
At noon, 


when 
coming from 
the field they 


should be given a limited amount of 
water if they are hot, followed by feed, 
and again be watered before going to 
the field. At night thev should be given 
a limited amount when brought from 
the field followed by the evening feed, 
and should then be given all the water 
thev. will drink. 


It is an excellent practice, also, to 


vv.iter the horses in the middle of each 
half day's work. A drink at this time 
N as refreshing to the horse as to the 
mnn and win he repaid by better serv- 
ice. 
Frequent breathing spells should 


be given m the harvest field to avoid 
overheating and injury to the wind, 
which may result in permanent un- 
soundness. 


The shoulders should be washed 


vv ith cool salt water at night to pre- 
vent shoulder galls and sore necks 
The collar should also be carefully 
cleaned when taken off.—,T. S. Mont- 
gomery, University Farm, St. Paul.
